GENERAL  INFORMATION 


Stateroom  Reservations 

Each  first-class  passage  includes  a  berth  in  a  stateroom,  but  not  an  entire 
room  when  there  are  other  passengers  to  be  accommodated.  A  man  and 
his  wife  will,  whenever  possible,  be  furnished  an  entire  room  regardless  of 
the  number  it  will  accommodate. 

Entire  staterooms  are  only  allotted  to  the  purchasers  of  two  full  tickets, 
except  as  otherwise  provided  for  in  tariff  on  page  15.  Passengers  desiring 
to  change  berths  after  occupation  will  be  charged  $1.00  extra. 

Berths  should  be  reserved  as  far  in  advance  as  possible.  Written  or 
telegraphic  requests  from  patrons  residing  at  a  distance  will  receive  as  care- 
ful and  prompt  attention  as  though  made  in  person.  When  specific  numbers 
are  asked  for,  which  have  been  previously  given  out,  the  nearest  available 
room  will  be  assigned. 

On  account  of  the  liability  of  error  in  the  transmission  of  requests  for 
reservations,  when  wiring  or  writing  this  Company  for  stateroom  space, 
add  the  words,  "Man"  or  "Woman,"  as  the  case  may  be,  to  the  message. 
For  instance,  if  space  is  required  for  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  Smith  and  Mrs. 
Brown,  request  should  read,  "Reserve  accommodation  (insert  name  of 
steamer,  date  of  sailing  and  ports  between  which  space  is  required)  for 
John  Smith  and  wife,  and  Mrs.  Jos.  Brown,  one  man,  two  women,"  or  if 
it  is  only  for  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Smith,  request  should  read  "Reserve  accommo- 
dation (insert  name  of  steamer,  etc.,  as  above)  for  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  Smith, 
man  and  wife."  If  parents  are  accompanied  by  children  this  fact  should 
be  mentioned,  and  if  children  require  berths  separate  from  parents,  we  must 
know  sex  of  child.  When  round-trip  passengers  propose  returning  on  the 
same  steamer  care  should  be  taken  to  write  for  the  accommodation  re- 
quired for  the  return  voyage. 

Absolutely  no  reservations  will  be  made  when  requests  are  received  for 
parties  unless  the  names  of  all  the  party  are  given,  with  number  of  men  and 
women  comprising  party. 

When  wiring  for  accommodation,  care  should  be  taken  to  specify  class  of 
room  wanted.    See  tariff  charges  on  page  IS. 

The  cost  of  telegrams  or  telephone  messages  for  reservations  will  be  paid 
for  by  the  Company  in  one  direction  only.

A  stateroom 
contains  two  or  three  berths. 


To  save  annoyance  and  discomfort  to  passengers  during  the  tourist  season 
when  the  sleeping  capacity  of  the  steamers  is  usually  overtaxed,  itjis 
absolutely  necessary  to  secure  berths  in  advance,  otherwise  the  Company  does 
not  guarantee  berth  accommodation,  and  retains  the  privilege  of  refusing 
any  first-class  passengers  who  have  not  made  advance  reservations  or  who 
cannot  be  comfortably  provided  for. 

News  Stands 

A  news  stand  is  maintained  on  each  steamer,  where  newspapers  and 
magazines,  souvenir  postcards,  candy,  cigars,  etc.,  may  be  purchased. 

As  this  stand  is  maintained  for  the  accommodation  of  the  Company's 
patrons  the  prices  charged  will  be  found  reasonable.

Cancellations 

Tickets  offered  for  cancellation  on  which  reservation  for  berth  has'been 
made  will  be  redeemed  only  at  the  reduction  of  25  per  cent  from  the  redemp- 
tion fee,  unless  the  Company  is  notified  of  such  intended  cancellation  at 
least  forty-eight  hours  before  sailing  time,  for  the  reason  that  on  account  of 
such  reservations  the  Company  is  debarred  from  selling  the  space  to  others. 

Tickets 

Meals  and  berth  are  included  on  all  first-class  single,  return  and  tourist 
tickets. 

Application  for  refund  on  unused  portion  of  tickets  must  be  made  to  the 
General  Passenger  Agent,  Sarnia.  Ont..  attaching  unused  portion  to  claim.

Baggage 

One  hundred  and  fifty  pounds  of  baggage,  consisting  of  wearing  apparel 
only,  will  be  transported  free  on  each  full-fare  ticket,  and  seventy-five 
pounds  on  each  half-fare  ticket. 

Bicycles,  tricycles,  go-carts  or  baby  carriages  will  be  charged  for  at  usual 
excess  baggage  rates,  which  Purser  will  give  on  application.  Baby  carriages 
and  go-carts  will  not  be  allowed  in  saloons. 

Passengers  desiring  baggage  put  off  at  a  point  on  the  Northern  Navigation 
Company  routes,  other  than  that  to  which  originally  checked,  must  deliver 
check  to  baggageman  on  steamer  before  arrival  at  desired  port.  Baggage 
cannot  be  checked  to  a  point  short  of  destination  of  ticket  except  on  unlim- 
ited or  tourist  tickets  at  a  point  where  stop-over  is  allowed. 

Hand  baggage  and  steamer  trunks  not  exceeding  fourteen  inches  in 
height  may  be  taken  to  rooms. 

By  showing  their  checks  to  baggageman  on  steamer,  passengers  may 
obtain  access  to  their  checked  baggage,  unless  bonded. 

Passengers  should,  whenever  possible,  buy  through  tickets  and  have  their 
baggage  checked  through  to  destination,  thereby  avoiding  the  expense  of 
having  same  transferred  from  station  to  wharf  and  a  possibility  of  its  being 
left  behind. 

Passengers  not  holding  through  tickets  should  see  that  their  baggage  is 
checked  to  SARNIA  (Point  Edward  Dock),  where  it  can  be  claimed  and 
rechecked.
